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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-22, and 24-59 are pending in the Application. Claims 43-52 were 
allowed, claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9-16, 18-22, 24, 26-28, 30-37, 39-42, 53, and 55-59 were 
rejected, and claims 4, 8, 17, 25, 29, 38, and 54 were objected to in the Office action 
mailed May 11, 2009. 

Applicants express appreciation to Examiner Venkatesh N. Haliyur for 
recognition of the allowable subject matter of claims 43-52. 

Claims 1, 3-22, 24-42, and 53-59 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer 
and claims 45 and 50 are amended, by this amendment. Claims 2 and 23 were 
previously cancelled. Claims 43 and 48 are independent claims. Claims 44-47 and 49- 
52 depend, respectively, from independent claims 43 and 48. Applicants respectfully 
submit that the amendments to claims 45 and 50 do not add new matter, and that 
claims 45 and 50 remain allowable for at least the reason that they depend from 
allowable claims 43 and 48, respectively. 

Applicants hereby reserve the right to re-file cancelled claims 1, 3-22, 24-42, and 
53-59 in a later-filed continuation or divisional application. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the cancellation of claims 1, 3-22, 24-42, and 
53-59 renders the rejections and objections to claims 1, 3-22, 24-42, and 53-59 in the 
Application moot. 

Applicants respectfully request that allowed claims 43-52 be moved to issuance 
without delay.
